Celebrated Volcano Suddenly 
Resumes Active Operations 
on Large Scale. 



London. June 23.— According to a spe- 
cial despatch received here from Naples, 
the volcano Vesuvius is in lull erup- 
tion. This, the most celdbruted volcano 
in tlie world, rises from the eastern mar- 
gin of the Pay of Naples, in Italy, and 
is, tlie centre of a region which has been 
densely populated for moro than 20 
centuries.

Whatcom, June 23.— The Royal Bank 
of Canada has abandoned its project of 
locating here, owing to the opposition 
among the local business men. A pre- 
judice exists hero against foreign banks 
locating iu the city, as it is generally be- 
lieved in business circles that they come 
here for the purpose of getting deposits 
and subsequently shipping them out of 
the country. 

Edward O. Graves, one of the most 
prominent bankers of the state, and 
head of the banking firm of Graves & 
Purdy, of Whatcom, was seen at his 
resilience ' yesterday evening. He said: 

"Public opinion in Whatcom is very 
much exercised in this mutter, and has 
been manifested in the press and else- 
where. The property owners so far 
have refused to let the Royal Bank of 
Canada have 1 a site, and I understand 
that the Canadian bank has abandoned 
its intention of establishing a branch 
there. 

"There are many reasons why it is 
against public policy to permit the es- 
tablishment of foreign banks iu this 
country, and as a matter of fact tho 
Pacific Coast states are the only ones 
where it is permitted. For one thing, 
such banks are under no restrictions as 
to tiie way in which their deposits shall 
be employed. They can and do send 
them to their branches in the Dominion 
of Canada, where a higher rate of inter- 
est prevails than in this country, ami 
thus all tli" benefit from these moneys is 
lost to the slate. 

"Again, under the Canadian law, their 
notes are a tirst lieu upon assets, but 
they are not in circulation in this coun- 
try, thus in case of a disastrous failure 
the entire assets, including the Ameri- 
can deposits, might be used in reimburs- 
ing Canadian note holders. 

"Domestic bankers are thoroughly 
identified with tin' community. They 
belong to the must substantial and en- 
terprising class of citizens, who build 
homes and invest their earnings in the 
community where they live. Tt" profits 
of their banks are distributed among 
American citizens, and chiefly among the 
citizens of our own slate. Managers of 
foreign banks are usually aliens without 
a stake in the country. moving from 
point to point as directed, and the profits 
of the banks go to foreign shareholders. 

"Furthermore, they are not handicap- 
ped or taxed like domestic banks, which 
gives I hem an unfair advantage. These 
branches have little or no capital set 
aside for local use, mid so, notwithstand- 
ing the large capital of the parent con- 
cern, it is incorrect to deueribo them as 
bringing iu large sums of money lor tho 
dovolpment of the country. The banks 
of the state of Washington,, moreover, as 
their balances show, have ample funds 
for a LI requirements. 

"American banks are not permitted ia 
Camilla unless they comply with the 
Canadian law, which requires a charter 
from the Dominion government, a sub- 
scription of not less than $500,000 capi- 
tal, and, among other things, unit three- 
fourths of the directors shall be Cana- 
dian subjects. Thus there is no ground 
of international comity under which 
foreigners can ask to be permitted to do 
a banking business in this statu."

iul passage across the Western Ocean. 
The white liner of the C. I'. It. la-ought 
in all 553 passengers. There were 13;! 
saloon passengers, including a large 
number of returning naval and military 
men. missionaries, tourists and globe 
trotters, commercial men and others, 
llev. J. Pitt-Lewis, rector of Grace 
church in Toronto, who was among the 
saloon passengers, is returning from a 
trip around the world, having visited 
the missions in India, China, and Japan 
lie says that he was informed by tin 
missionaries in Cliina that the situa- 
tion there is hopeful in the extreme, and 
throngs of converts are arriving lit the 
missions, the Chinese coming, not so 
much for religion, but as u result of 
i heir realization of the benefits of West- 
ern civilization. The crushing defeat of 
the Boxer outbreak has given the Chin- 
ese a different view of the Western 
learning. lie says the missionaries have 
teen the innocent victims of their resent- 
ment of the encroachments and iivun- 
ciousness of Western powers, on the 
trade and territory of China, and the 
Chinese have struck at the powers 
through the missionaries. 

Other well known passengers on the 
steamer was J. 1>. Farrell, president of 
the Great Northern Steamship Company, 
who left San Francisco for the Orient 
two months ago tu study the trade con- 
ditions tbfre ill reference to the placing 
of the two great liners, Minnesota and 
Dakota, which lire being completed at 
New London, on the Oriental run be- 
tween Seattle and the Far Kast. He 
has visited till the larger ports of the 
Orient during bis tour, and gathered a 
large amount of data relative to the 
trade conditions, harbor conditions, and 
other matters relative to the service. 
He is not yet prepared though to make 
any announcement in regard to the com- 
mencement of the service. Mr. Farrell 
went on to Vancouver on board the 
Empress, and will go thence to Seattle. 
He will return to Victoria from the 
Sound port to gather information in re- 
gard to the service, which his company 
proposes to inaugurate before long. 

The Empress brought a large contin- 
gent of Chinese. There were in all MU3 
Chinese .on board, of whom 58 were 
landed here. There were 40 Japanese, 
and IT intermediate passengers. The 
cargo, which totalled 'J,,MY1 tons, was 
made up of 11,184 packages of tea, 5,000 
sacks of rice and beans, ISOU cases of raw 
silk, 80 cases of wild silk. 120 cases of 
silk goods, 12 casus of cotton and linen 
goods, and one ease of cigars. There 
were 31,81)1 cases in all. As usual, no 
cargo was landed here. It will come 
back in due course from Vancouver.
